money, for he is ready to borrow whatever amount may be 
needed, and to increase tax rates to pay interest on the money i 
thus borrowed. 
Mr. Micawber thanked God that a bill was paid when he 
gave his note for the amount due, and members of our legis-| 
lative bodies follow the same kind of logic when they vote in 
favor of a bond issue to pay for a government undertaking. 
Unless we are to defraud our creditors, the bonds issued by 
federal, state and local governments must be redeemed in cash, 
and the money to pay principal and interest must be secured 
by taxation.

I he credit of nation or state may be used to borrow money 
for extraordinary expenses in time of emergency, but even­ 
tually the cost will fall upon the taxpayers who will have to 
pay, pay, pay in added tax bills for years to come, to cover 
principal and interest of money borrowed by the government 
and spent lavishly in the last two or three years. 
In selecting a manager for a business, we choose a man 
who is honest and competent to perform his duties efficiently 
without extravagance. In electing a man to public office, we 
often elect a candidate who can make a good speech, but would 
never be considered 
competent 
to 
manage 
a 
business 
corporation. 
Business men would be greatly cheered if they could see in 
State blouse or in Washington any evidence that those who 
represent us in public office were giving some thought to the 
welfare of the taxpayer, and not treating him as one who 
should furnish without protest all the money that they so 
cheerfully appropriate for various favored classes of citizens.
